In the continuing effort to 
prevent fires in brush areas 
of the Angeles Nation a 1 
Forest and Los Angeles 
County, the United States 
Forest Service, Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Department 
and Los Angeles County Fire 
Department made another 
joint raid in Eaton Canyon, 
Sunday, August 30. This ef¬ 
fort resulted in citations and 
warning notices being given 
to some 50 individuals for 
entering a closed fire area 
of the Angeles National 
Forest. 

Eaton Canyon, loc a t e d 
north of Pasadena, has cre¬ 
ated a continuous fire pre¬ 
vention problem since the 
fire season began. Heavy use 
of this canyon has resulted 
in one brush fire and .num¬ 
erous open fires which 
could have caused extensive 
damage to valuable water 
shed areas north of Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Forest spokesman stated 
that this was the third such 
raid in Eaton Canyon since 
the fire season began. Such 
action will be continued .un¬ 
til the fire problem In this 
area is eliminated.

Upon returning to our 
canyon home after three 
years absence, wo were dis¬ 
gusted to look at the site 
shown on the pix ((from our 
property which is directly 
acrass from it). Rcalizin;T it 
would be a wa.ste of time 
trying to get the city to re¬ 
act on a condition that ex¬ 
isted in the canyon, we took 
the photo, turned it over to 
the County Health Dept, and 
despite the lack of coopera¬ 
tion from the city, the own¬ 
ers were told to cease rent¬ 
ing the build'ing. (This may 
be interpreted by some as 
‘kid glove treatment, I read 
it as total lack of concern 
for home owners up here, 
which was obvious in other 
phrases of paid city serv¬ 
ices).

duced the proclamation. 

The Board also formally 
commended three grou p s 
sponsoring and conducting 
the drive to register one 
one million adults In Cali¬ 
fornia before midnight, Sep¬ 
tember 10. They are “Voter 
Registration ’70,” a non-par¬ 
tisan, tax-exempt foundation 
headed by Joseph A. Broido 
and founded for the sole 
purpose of registering eli¬ 
gible voters; and the Cali¬ 
fornia League of Women 
Voters and the California 
Jaycees, who are providing 
manpower to conduct the 
registration drive. 

“Of the four million eli- 
gible-but-unregistered voters 
in California, 13 million or 
30 per cent live in Los An¬ 
geles,” said Debs. “Those of 
us i.n- government commend 
public-spirited organizations 
such as these three groups 
and urge the cooperation of 
all citizens to help them 
achieve their goal.”

Once more California has denied its Governors a de¬ 
cent residence. 

It’s getting on toward four decades since the legisla¬ 
ture became aware of the fact that, nice and Victorian as 
it once was, the Governor’s Mansion had become some¬ 
thing considerably less than a credit to the state. It is, 
and has been for decades, a rickety, rat-infested firetrap.
